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1 HE greateft part of the prefent Gene- 
ration have been bred up in War ; and 
having been accuftomed to judge by 
Principles which obtain’d in the World 

foon after the Revolution, are entirely unac- 
quainted with thofe Notions which our Forefa- 
thers had, concerning the Intereft of Britain : 
In former Times, this Nation held the Ballance 
of Power in Europe, the Weight of Britain was 
always ready, but feldom actually thrown into 
either Scale. Look back into the Condué of 
Henry the Seventh, Henry the Eighth, and the wi- 
fet of our Princes, Queen Elizabeth, you will 
fnd they feldom engag’d in any Land-War ; 
and when they did, the Duration of it was as 
fhort as they could poflibly contrive to make it. 
Queen Elizabeth aflifted Henry the Fourth of 
France, as well as the States-General, with 
Troops; but the Numbers were few, and fhe 
generally took care to be well paid for what 
fhe lent: By Sea indeed fhe engag’d in War 
with more Frauknefs; but thefe were Pyratical 
Wars upon the Spamards, in which the Prizes 
taken did infinitely more than make good the 
Charge: Thofe Wars were the Reverfe of what 
the modern ones have been; for by them we 
grew richer, inftead of being impoverifhed and 
mortgagéd. It is well known to feveral People, 
how averfe the Parliament was, even in the 
Hony-moon of the Revolution, to render the 
War in any fort an A& of theirs, by Addref- 
fing the King to make it. This was fo ftrenu- 
oufly oppos’d by fuch who were allowed to be 
th ablelt Men, and who beft underftood the 
Intereft of their Country, that the Court was 
forcedygo keep Ireland as a lame Arm to Beg 
with. ‘Tyrconmel would once have fubmitted, 
and the Jrifh War might, have been prevented ; 
but it was found necefy to have a War in 
Ireland, in order to draw the Nation into a 
more extenfive one upon the Conhtincut. Abl- 
land was at all times in want of an Army, their 
Situation makirig it unavoidably neceflary for 
them: And it’s no wonder, if, when we had a 
Prince of that Country on the Throne, there 
was a Mixture of Dztch Politicks brought into 
our Government; aid if, to a certain degree, 
the Intereft of Britain was made to ftoop to that 
of Holland. Then were thefe Words firft coin’d, 
which have, like Charms, lull’d us afleep, and 
given any Nation, that had a mind to it, an 
Opportunity to pick our Pockets, viz. Reducing the 
Exorbitant Power of France, Common Caufe; Grand 
Alliance, Confederacy, &c. 

One would have thought that the Experi- 
ence of the laft War, the heavy Taxes we had 


born; the heavyer Debts we had contracted ; 
the great Strength which appeared in our Ene- 
my ; the Ingratitude which appeared. in our 
Friends; the Neglect of the Interefts of Britain 
in the Terms of Peace; and the contemptible 
manner in which our Minifters were prefent, 
( for they did not afift at it): One would have 
thought, I fay, that all this fhould have opens 
ed the Eyes of all our Country-mea, an 

have fhewn them how falfe the Principles were 
by which they had governed themfelves oud 
have given them lefs Contempt for their Rne- 
my, and have taught them to fet a lefs Value 
upon their Allies; fhould have made them wea- 
ty of extending a War over the Continent, whillt 
they neglected their Commerce and their Mari- 
time Strength, the chief Things which can ren- 
der this Nation confiderable, But juft the con- 
trary happened ; and upon the firft Appearance 
of Provocation which the Enemy gave, we en- 
gaged a fecond time inthe fame manner, and 
carry’d the fame Folly to a ftill greater length. 
Many Inftances have been produced this Win- 
ter, and fome of them by fuch an Authority as 
eventhe Impudence of their own Writers dare 
not openly contradi&t ; and more Inftances re- 
main ftillto be produced, by which itis plain 
that Englifh Minifters have had more Power and 
Inclination to filbje& Britain to a foreign Intereft, 
than ever appeared at a time when we had a 
Prince who was himfelf a Foreignér upon thé 
Throne. 

Compare the Engagements entered into by 
the late King, with thofe which have been madé 
fince his Time : Compare the Barrier propofed 
by that Prince for the Stages-General, and the 
Regard which was had to our Commerce in 
that Propofition, with the Barrier which was 
given them by the Génerofity of a Faction who 
lately prevailed, and the infamous Surrendét of 
our Advantages in Trade by the Treaty of Bar- 
ricr and Succeffion. What could this be ow- 
ing to? The Caufe is plain: We had atted for 
many Years by falfe Principles, and the Bélu- 
fion was ftrengtlined by its Continuance, Ma- 
ny of the Old Race of People, grave and vége- 
rable Namés, were gotie to fleep with their Fa- 
thers: The Young Men that camé tip, had been 
introduced into the World fince thefe Princi- 
ples obtained. Add to thi$, that, to the mdn 
other Curfes which our Party-Divifions hf 
brought upon us, Men werecome to a& {6 ab- 
furdly, as inftead of applying their Attention 
to diftinguifh between Truth and Falfhood, they 
generally fet out with two Refolutions, as op- 
pofite as poffible to common Senfe, and to coms 
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mon Honour: Firft to chufe a Party, either 
as it fuited their Intereft or their Paffion ; and 
Secondly, Right or wrong to efpoufe every 
Thing which the Party happened at that time 
to declare for. Add to this, that the Educa- 
tion of our Nobility and Gentry has of late 
Years betn generally fuch, as to qualify them 
for no Arts but what are purely FaGtious ; and 
therefore thofe Upftarts, who had got to the 
Head of Affairs, had a good Opportunity, by 
keeping the Franticknefs of a Faction alive, to 
compafs that in which no Man who thinks fo- 
berly could ever have affifted ; by which means 
they continued themfelves fo long in Power, 
that the Genius of the Britifh Nation has been 
entirely corrupted ; a new way of Thinking and 
A@ting has been introduced, which our wife 
Anceftors would have exploded, and which our 
Pofterity, whether they happen to be wife or 
no, wMil feverely fmart for. The Name ofthe 
Common-Caufe has fo amufed us, that our own 
peoper Caufe has been over-looked and difregard- 
ed. ‘We have been fo quick-fighted in the In- 
terefts of other Nations, that we have been 
blind to our own; and fo careful to preferve 
the ‘former, that we have almoft deftroyed the 
latter: If we have held the Ballance of Emyope, 
we have only heldit; \ike a Servant in a Shop, 
who bolds the Scales indeed, but itis for others 
td receive all the Advantage of the Trade. Nor 
have we, as.we propofe, réduced the Scales to 
an ewetr Poife;‘but have been in Danger of 
making one of them almoft as much too heavy, 
ds it-was before:too light. It is to be hoped, 
we eannot be‘ blamed; t ae now vf our Error,
